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Manufactures vs. Agricaliure.

In a late number we alluded to a law in
political economy, * that all nations must
be poor and weak who relied on their ex-
ports of produce and raw material to a dis-
tant market,” and that ‘“ manufacturing na-
tions grow rich.” But we expressed the
opinion that this law was only true with
certain modifications ; these modifications
are to be fourd in race, natural advanta-
ges, emigration and the like differences
among nations, which make one pursnit
more profitable than another to the parti-
cular nation or people to whom the law is
to be applied. With such qualification we
may safely avow our faith in this law. Upon
the first clause of the above political max-
im, we referred to the Southern and West-
ern States of America as furnishing ample
proof that transportation to a distas! mar-
ket would always lessen the profits of the
producer to the egtent of the price of trans
portation; and that the greater the dis-
tance to market, the greater must tigo ex-
pense be. Hence the Soutliern and West-
ern planters and farmers had remained
poor, while the sterile region of New Eng-
land, by employing their capital in manu-
facturing, had been steadily growing rieh,
and we cited some proofs of this.

We shall now take up the second section
of this economic law, viz: ‘that manu-
facturing nations grow rich.” Perhaps no
country furnishes such irrefutable testi-
mony of this truth as Great Britain ; and
here again we must have reference to the
modifying circumstance of race, to which
we before alluded, for we are devout be-
lievers in the superior qualities of the Anglo-
Saxon race ; their foresight, their prudence,
their love of home—of order—of patient
labor, has enabled them to crect a system
of government, in which the rights of all
classes are better protected than in any
European government ; and the virtues we
have allnded to, have alone continued to
them the protection of their rights amid
the most terrific convulsions in the other
governments of Europe. Perhaps their in-
sular siluation may also have contri-
buted m=ch to their defense against the
mtormy agitations which from time to
time have unsettled and overthrown
the Continental systems of Government. —
Whatever these qualifying circumstances
may be worth, in forming our estimate of
this law of political economy, it is certain
that in wealth and power Great Dritain
exceeds not only all the present powers of
Europe, but Rome, *‘ in her pride of place”
as mistress of the world, cannot be com-
pared to her. There must be a reason for
this ; for Great Britain was not always
thus great and powerful. It has only been
within the last century and a half that she
has ‘“ so got the start of this majestic world”
a8 to ‘““bear the palm alone,” For, as we
shall see by a comparison with other na-
tions, France alone approaches her in
annual products. We take the true secrets
of her success to be, first, that all her exports
are in the form of manufactured articles,
and most generally these are in the shape
which will best bear transportation ; and
second, that every article manufactured by a
British hand is protected against competi-
tion.

She is the greatest cxporter of manufac-
tures in the world. She is also the richest
oountry in the world. These facts are es-
tablished by the statistics of Europe. We
find them laid down in Hunt's Magazine,
a work of high character. Now, these
facts have an intimate relation. Is it
not the relation between cause and effect ?

Great Britain exports annually six hun-
dred millions of dollars worth of manufac-
tured goods, of which one hundred millions
are sent into the United States.

France exports annually about three
hundred and seventy millions dollars worth
of manufactured goo is. Bhe is next to
Great Britain in expor's, and next {o her
in wealth ; and here again the facts bear
such relation to each other as may be
called that between canse and consequence.

Now, what do the United States export ?
or, rather, what did they before the war?
About three hundred and forty millions of
dollars worth of «/Z things, and only thirty
millions dollars worth of manufactured
goods ! !! If manufactures ave so clearly
the source of national wealth, does it not
behoove the Southern States to attempt the
erection of factories, both of cotton and
wool ? Are the Southern Statcs not better
situated for the first than any other part of
America ? Are they notas well sitnated for
the manufacture of wool as any other part
of the United States ? Without weaith we
shall never have political consideration or
protection extended to any of our rights;
politicians may theorise on the sources of
national wealth till doom’s day, but they
will never be able to reason away these
stubborn facts, ‘¢ that the wealthiest nations
are those employed in manufactures,” and
““ that the poorest and weakest are such as
are exclusively engaged in agricultural pur-
mim!l

Repudiation.

A member of the late Convention, who
exerted himself greatly to effeet the repudi-
ation of the *“ war debt,” as it was called,
became greatly indignant at an intimation
that the supporters of that measure were
somewhat responsible for the evidence giv-
en by debtors, as a class, of a general desire
to repudiate all debts. Now, notwithstand-
ing the indignant disclaimer to which we
have referred, that measure, ¢ the repudi-
ation of the war debt,” first snggested, not
only the practicability, but the justice and
propriety of repndiating al! debts. Our
people could not see, and have never been
able to see, why a measure whichh destroy-
ed, at one blow, millions of debts due to
our banlks. literary and charitable institu-
tions, which reduced to beggary thousands
of our people, generally the most helpless
among us, old persons, widows aund or-
phans, on the allegation that those were
rebel debis, should be regarded as just
and expedient, whilst all other debts, in-
clunding those due by the State before the
war were regarded as sacred. It is trae,
that the measure was passed, at last, under
duress, but it was openly and most zealous-
ly advoecated before any duress was applied.
It wonld be but simple justiceif some of those
who advoeated the repudiation of State
bonds, issued during the war, should suf-
fer the loss of such as they held issued be-
fore the war.

As it was predicted, this measure gave a
new impetus to the desire for repudiation
by many classes of our people, and the agi-
tation has gone on inereasing until at this
time there are before the Legislature now
in session, according to the Raleigh Senii-
nel, not less than twenty bills for the “‘relief
of the people.” The Sewntinel, whilst im-
pliedly, if not directly, admitting the evil
of all Stay Taws, scerus to be pandering to
this desirve of privete repudiation, a con-
summation which ecan never be realized,
and the agitation of which will end only in
bitter disappointment.

But, says the Sentinel, **The relief pro-
posed by the Stay Law of the Convention
in this State, rather inereases than allays
the alarm of the people.” TIray, then,
what does the Sentinel propose ? 1f a law
which gives four yearsirom the return time
before the whole debt can be collected, in-
creases the alarm of the people, what will
deerease it ? If “‘ honest debtors ™ cannol
meet their liabilities within si years from
the date of the surrender, when will they
be able to meet them ? what law will satis-
fy them? Wa will answer—No law save
our repudiating all debts. Thisis the feel-
ing which the *““great repudiation measure™
ofthelate Convention originated, and which
has been fostered and kept up by dema-
gogues throughout the State.

We propose very briefly to consider the
questions—Who among us are agitating the
question of repudiation ?

Has the Legislature the power to pass a
Stay Law ?

What will be the effect of such a law if
passed ?

In the first place, then, we deny in folo,
that the mereantile and agrieultural c¢lasses
favor the agitation of this question. Asa
general rule, they are satisfied with the
Stay Law of the Conveution. The agitation
comes, principally, from that class who, in
the days of their prosperity, lived in luxury,
and never paid, or thought of paying, a
debt, and who now desire to retain what is
left of their property and let the creditors,
who relied on their plighted faith, suffer to

it is not the industricus farming class, from
whom this agitation comes, but it is the
class, as a general rule, which we have spe-
cifled.

In the second place, there is no man in
the Legislature, or out of it, who has the
ability to draft a Stay Law which will stand
tho test of legal adjudication. The Consti-
tution of the United States expressly for-
bids any State to pass a law impairing the
obligation of contracts. And any law
which may have for its object the kindrance
or dclay of creditors in collecting their
debts, is prohibited by this clause in the
Constitution of the United States. So,
also, the Constitution reserves to Congress
the power to pass ‘“a general Bankrupt
Law.” So that it is not in human ingenu-
ity to frame a State law which can effectu-
ally protect from sale, under execution for
debt, the property of the debtor. Zvery
lawyer knows this to be true, and knows
also that every attempt to effect such pur-
poses on the part of a State Legislature, is
only ** a mockery, a delusion and a snare.”

It may be asked, then, 1f the Stay Law of
the Convention is not amenable to these
objections.  The best lawyers are clearly of
the opinion that if forced on the Sn-
prenie Court of the State, that tribunal will
hold thet law to be uuconstitutional. DBuat,
as we said in 2 recent article, the law seems
to be acquiesced in as a fair compromise
between the deblor and the creditor, and
both the bar and the judiciary seem dis-
posed to let it run its course.  Buat that law
contains this clause, to-wil :

“ Be it further ordained, Theat the General As-
gembly shall have no power to rcpeal alter or
modify this ordinance until the third Monday of
November, 1368,

The purpose of inserting thi- clause was,
we are informed, that the people might be
brought to contemplate the ultimate liqui-
dation of indebtedness, and, accordingly,
devote their energies to the accomplish-
ment of the task before them, that they
might be assured of some fixed policy in
the law, on this subject, and not be deluded
by every demagogue who might think
proper to take the stump with a scheme of
repudiation on his own account. Such was
the purpose of the clanse—what is its effect ?
The Convention has been impliedly, and
will be fully and directly sustained by the
Supreme Court, and the clause of the law we
have quoted. effectually takes away from
the Legislature all power to ‘‘repeal, alter
or modify ” the Stay Law of the Conven-
tion. We are no#, indeed, prepared to say
what would be the effect of doing awsy, al-
together, with the Spring Terms of the Su-
preme Courts ; but we are confideat in the
opinion, that what the Legislature cannot
do directly, it cannot do indirectly, and that
any law to do away with the Spriug Terms
would be held void.

It is needless for ns to say that no one
feels more keenly the misfortunes of our
people than we do—no one can be more
anxious than we are to extend all practica-
ble relief. Bnat we deem i¢ our duly, ¢8
editors of a public journal, teo warn our
people ageinst the numberless schemes for
| “ relief " which are now being agitated, as
| we feel well assured that they can end in
nothing but disappointment.

The Chicago Tunnel Completed,

The last brick has been formally laid by
the Mayor of Chicago, (eompleting: the tun-
nel which is to supply that city with 50,000, -
000 gallons of water per day, which is an
ample supply for a million inhabitants.—
This tunnel extends two miles and seven
feet under the bottom of the lake, and is
lined with brick, laid in cement, through-
out ; and as a specimen of civil engineer-
ing and masonary, counled with conven-
tence, is the foremost thing of the kind in
tile_ world.  As sueh, it is certain to be ex-
amined, eriticised, and to produce effects
upon the future that make it worth study
and thought. No doubt some of the gigan-
tic railway tunnels now in process of con-
struction are destined to surmount far
greater obstacles. Indeed, the excellent na-
tare of the soil, a stiff yellow clay, that can
be cut like cheese, has been peculiarly fa-
vorable both by its uniformity and compact
character. The 'I'hames tunnel might have
presented the samec advantage in this re-
spect had the same care been taken. All
the comparisons show how much more
worthy of study and admiration is the
Ar'u‘encan work than the English.

The former has been completed in abont
two years ; the latter, after several previous
attempts and failures, ocecupied abont
twenty, and was only completed for foot
passengers in 1843, having been undertaken
in 1825. The Thames tunnel was but four

hundred yards long ; that at Chicago is

three thousand five hundred and twenty-
seven yards. The Thames tunnel, while
only one-ninth as long, is, of course, much
greater in diameter, but it cost as many
pounds sterling as the Chicago tunnel did
dollars of our depreciated currency. The

entire cost will be under half a million of !

dollars, and yet it will supply a larger
amount of watir daily than thg%zoton :'t;?w-
duct, which, at a first cost of about $13 -
000,000, will supply, at the lowest stage of
water, about 27,000,000 galions, and at the
highest 35,000,000,

The Case of the Confederate Gen. Plekett,

The President yesterday transmitted to
the House of Reprerentatives a reply to the
resolution adopted by that honorable body
on the 3d instant, requesting ‘- the infor-
mation asked for in a resolution of the
House, dated 23d June last, and which re-
solution he has up to this time failed to an-
swer,” as to whether any application had
been made for the pardon of G. E. i
kett, who, during the rebellion, acted as
Major General of the rebel forces; and
whether, since the adjournment at Raleigh,
North Carolina, on the 30th of March, 1864,
of the last court of inquiry, convened to
investigate the facts attending the hanging
of a number of United States soldiers for
alleged desertion from the rcbel army, any
further measures had been taken to bring
to punishment Pickett or other persons in:
plicated in the transaction.

In communicating the reports made u;
on the subject by the Secretary of War
the Attorney General, the President r
moves the intimation of delay in furmish
ing the information by simply stating that,
instead of bearing date the 234 of Juu
last, the first resolution was dated the 2
of July, and was received by the Executive
only four days before the termination ol
the session.

The report of the Attorney General stat

that no action has as yvet been taken npon
General Pickett's application for pardon,
and is accompanied by all the papers i
hat oftice pertaining to that particila
branch of the inquiry. Among the letters
is one from General Pickett, dated Wash
ington, March 12, 1866, in which he in
forms General Grant that shortly after the
surrender of General Lee he made anappli
cation for e]emt'ucy to the President, w
companied by arecommendation from Goy
ernor Peirpont, of Virginia. He avks Gou
cral Grant’s favorable consideration of his
case, and such an endorsement as woull
obtain from the President a guaranty tha
he might be permitted to live unmolested
in his native State, where h: was then en-
deavoring to make a subsistence for hi
family, muech impoverished by the wur,

It has come to my knowledge (he wrile
that certain evil dib‘-[‘lnm»t] persons arc
tempting to re-open the troubles of the pu
and embroil me fo: the action taken by u
whilst the commanding oflicer of the U
federate forces in North Carolina, |
simply as the General commanding thic
partment. Certain men deserters [rom
North Carelina regiment, were takoen with
arms in their hands fighting against tie
colors under whicii they had enlisted.
